November 08, 2004 in application 10/039,738.

3. The text of those , sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

4. The obviousness -type double patenting rejection over claim 
1 is hereby withdrawn due to the filing of Terminal Disclaimer 
with respect to Bristow et al . on 11/08/2004. 

5. The rejection of claims 2-3, 8-9 and 18-19 under 35. U.S.C 
103 (a) is hereby withdrawn due to the disqualifies of prior art 
under 103 (c) . ^ 

6. Claims 1, 4-7, 10-17, 20-23 are again rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Bristow et al. (US 
Patent 6,754,868 B2 hereafter referred to as Bristow). 

As per claims 1, 4-7, 10-17, and 20-23; see the previous office 
action for the teaching of Bristow. 
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The applied reference has a common assignee with the 
instant application.
